The 
Onondaga sachems bad much difficulty io 
saving the life ot the missionary Lamber- 
ville from the fury of the warriors, ‘But 
go,’ said the venerable Garonkonieie, ‘thou 
hast betrayed ur, but treason was not in 
thine heart. Fly, therefore. for wheo our 
young braves shall have sung their war 
songs, they will listen to no voice save the 
swelling sound of anger.’ 

A bloodthirsty war ensued between the 
French and the Iroquois, wherein the Im 
dians were generally victorious. The Mo- 


hawk? burat fort Chambly, on the Sorel! 


river, and seot the inhabitants in bondage 
to Albany. The Onondagas surprised fort 
Frontenac, anc kept the garrison in bondage 
as hostages fer the Iroquois sent to the 
gallies ‘The Senecas blockaded the new 
fort et Niegara, and compelled one handred 
men, under De ja Troye, to perish through 
famine. Twelve hundred Iroquois landed 
at Montreal, and killed upwards of a thou 
sand inhabitaois—bur ning ali the houses and 
plantations outside the walls of the town, 
and cariying twenty six Frenchmen into 
captivity, who were afterwards burnt alive. 
Anmher attack upon the same city in the 
seme year, 1688, was attended with the like 
unfortunate results, 

These repeated defects induced the 
French governor to accept the mediation 
of Colonel Dugan, the English governor 
of New~¥ork. A peace was concluded 
between the Canadas and the Five Nations; 
it was stipulated io the treaty that the new 
fort at Niagara should be destroyed, and 
kidnapped chiefs restored to their native 
jand, but these stipulations were not at- 
tended to, The next year brought a re 
wnewal of- thé war, and the former horrors 
were repeated, °
